stockade. 
The 
burned 
building and its con­ 
tents represent a loss of $100,000 or 
more. It was a three-story brick struc­ 
ture and one of the largest in the 
stockade and was filled from top to 
bottom with machinery, clothing and 
raw material. 
Feared Convict Outbreak. 
For a time intense excitement pre­ 
vailed in Jefferson City and there were 
rumors of an outbreak among the con­ 
victs. 
Extra precautions w'ere taken 
by the prison officials to guard against 
any attem pt at a revolt. Guards wen* 
posted everywhere and all the rifles 
and revolvers in the prison armory 
were issued and placed in the hands 
of men who knew' how to use them. .

Tho question, "Pops a hen get too 
fat to lax ?” is often asked and naiur- 
ally this question is associated with 
feed and feeding. 
After observing many experiments 
here at the experiment station, we are 
led to believe that this question should 
be reversed and instead of saying the 
hen gets too fat to lay, w e should say 
the hen can’t lay is the reason she 
gets too fat. 
If a hen is fed a ration which makes 
ten yolks for each five 
whites, 
she 
will make only five eggs and the other 
five yolks are taken back into the 
hen’s system and built into fat. 
In 
this way she becomes very fat, yet 
produces only a few* eggs. 
In this 
case the hen is not at fault, for if she 
had been given a balanced ration she 
would have manufactured eggs instead 
i of fat. 
A good example of a mistake of this 
j kind is permitting hens to eat with 
; fattening hogs. We often hear farmers 
say that the hens eat with fattening 
\ hogs and waste the feed. 
They are 
. right so far as egg production is con- 
j cerned, for a ration which is good for 
! fattening hogs is not good for laying 
I hens. 
The reason is that the ration 
! produces more yolks than whites and 
therefore the hens get fat instead of 
producing eggs.

Tokio, Sept. 12.—The Japanese gov 
eminent has officially announced th.it 
with its gold specie reserve on de­ 
posit in American bank®; it will pur­ 
chase British exchequer bonds to the 
amount of 100.000,000 yen or about 
$50,000,000.

and the rate of interest six per cent. 
It is understood here that the Brit­ 
ish government will u se the gold in 
payment for munitions of war pur­ 
chased in the United States. 
It is understood that, the Japanese 
specie will be 
transferred 
to

British government by 
degrees,

necessity arises. 
The advantages oj 
this investment are said to be mani- 
fold. 
In the first place, by converting
